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STABBED T0 THE HEART. 


TERRIBLE TRAGEDY IN A BROOKLYN 
GROCERY-STORE THIS MORNING. 


Christopher W. Luca, the Proprietor, Dis- 


covers a Burglar at Work and Is Killed | 


in a Desperate Strugglie—The Murderer 
Escapes bat Is Captured Within an Hour 
— His Accomplices Also Arrested. 


NEW Tonk, August 22.—At an early hour 
this morning three thieves broke into the 
grocery store of Christopher W. Luca, at Jay 
and High streets, Brooklyn. They were sur- 
prised at their work by the proprietor and 3 
hand-to-hand conflict took place, during 
which the grocer was stabbed to the heart. 
The police found one of the men lu the store 
hiding bebind a barrel. He said his name 
was McEiwain and gave a description of his 
companions, who had escaped. Their names 
he gave as Hawthorn Benson and Thomas 
Quinlan. An alarm was sent to this city to 
watch for the men and in less 
than an hour Detective Barry bad 
captured Benson, who, on being taken 
before Inspector Byrnes, was recognized as 
Martin Denin, a professional thief and ex- 
convict. He was surrendered to the Brook- 
lyn officers. The other man is being hotly 
pursued. Before Denin had been taken to 
Brooklyn he sent for Inspector Byrnes, to 
whom he said he wanted to confess. He said 
that neither be nor Quinlan knew what had 
bappened inthe store. They were both on 
the outside watching while McElwain was in 
the store. Suddenly McElwain came running 
out of the store covered with blood. The pris- 
oner and Quinlan then fled. 


THE MURDER. 

Further details show that the bur@lars en- 
tered the yardin the rearof the house and 
puta ladder upto the middle second-story 
window. McElwain was the one selected to 
go in. He is a siightly built young man 
and only 19 years old. He opened 
the window easily and crawied in and 
was making his way to the front room where 
it was supposed that Mr. Luca kept bis money 
box. It was quite dark atthe time. He bad 
reached the passage way leading through the 
bed-room when Mr. Luca was awakened by 
the noise and got up to see what was 
the matter. He did not wake his wife. 
As he entered the dining-room he saw the 
figure of a man making for the window and 
grappled him at once. McElwain was 80 
frigbtened that he dropped his hat near the 


bed-room door, where it was picked 
up afterwards. lie was In his 
stocking feet. Luca, who was a 


big, powerful man, weighing over 200 
pounds, seized him and they began to strug- 
gle, knocking the furniture about and makin 
a great noise, which woke up all the rest o 
the family. Mrs. Luca rushed out of the bed- 
room, followed by Harry, her 9-year-old son, 
and the servant come out of the other door. 
Luca was down on one knee in front of the 
windowand hie assailant stood over him, 
striking him repeatedly. 
M’ELWAIN CAPTURED. 

Help! murder! police!’’ shouted Luca at 
the top of his volce. Help! I’m being 
wurdered?’’ 

Mrs. Luca jumped forward and caught the 

murderer by the arm while the servant 
grabbed him by the coat, while Luca tried to 
get up. 
„Stand back!’’ cried McElwain to the two 
women, flourishing bis knife which they saw 
for the fret time. Stand back and let go of 
me, or I' cut you open es 1 did him!“ 

Both women shrank back to horror and Me- 
Elwain jumped out of the window and, grab- 
bing up his shoes, ran outof the yard down 
High street. Luca was terribly cut. There 
werethree or four deep gasbes on his right 
shoulder and arm and a horrible ent in the 
breast right under the heart, trom which his 
life blood was pouring inastream. Within 
ten minutes be had breathed his ast. 
McElwain was arrested by Policeman Kennedy 
who said be heard shonts ot Murder!“ 
**Volice!’’ and a few seconds later sawa man 
running towards him with his shoes in his 
band. He grabbed himand took him to the 
station. MeElwaln bad in his possession a big, 
wicked looking knife, the biade of which was 
covered with blood. The prisoner confessed 
that it was he who stabbed Luca.

Processes of Its 
tion,

Common salt is either procured inthe solid 
crystaline state, called rock salt, as a natural 
brine from wells or springs, or by the evapor- 
ation of sea water. Rock salt almost always 
contains impurities, and therefore is dis- 
solved in water, and the insoluble matters 
mixed with it are deposited at the bottom. 
The brine is then drawn off, and evaporated 


by artidcial heat in largeiron pans. Natural 
brine ie obtained in Westera and Central New 
York. Ashatft is sunk and the brine rises to 
the surface and ovaerfiows Jf not pumped. 
There are reservoira made for it into which it 
is pumped and from which itis distributed to 
the Various works, which are little more than 
large sheds with openings in their roofe to 
allow the steam free egress.

SUGGESTIONS FOR SICK-BOOMS., 


How Best to Help the Sufferers Back to 
Health. 


From Home Topics. 

A large, sunny room shoufd be selected for 
the invalid; if without a carpet, so much the 
better. Sunshine as a disinfectant is worth 
bushels of chloride of lime. | 

The bed linen should be changed at least 
once in three days; the blankets once a week, 
those that have been removed being hung in 
the open air for a few hours, then thoroughly 


aired in a warm room. 

The room should be kept thoroughly ven-. 
tilated and a temperature not lower than 68 
degrees noc higher than 70 degrees. If the 
patient is kept warm alr may be freely ad- 
mitted without the least danger. 

The carpet of dsick-room should be lightly 
brushed once a day with a wetted broom. 
The furniture and woodwork sbould be wiped 
with a damp cloth. Dry dusters and feather 
brushes are worse than useless. 

The cross sheet should invariably be kept 
free from crumbs and wrinkies, as these ure 
a frequent cause of bed sores. Whenever the 
least redness shows on the patient’s body tne 
skin must be at once bathed with alcobol 
thoroughly dried and dusted with powdere 
oxide of zinc. 

A sheet folded once lengthwise, laid across 
the bed with the upper edge just touching the 
pillows and tie ends tightly tucked under the 
mattresses, will be found to act greatly to the 
patient’s comfort. It does not wrinkle like 
asingle sheet, and crumbs may be readily 
brushed off it. 

The nurse's dress should invariably be neat, 
tasteful and pretty, Slippers or boots of felt 
should be worn. To be continually smooth- 
ing the bed, pestering the patient with sym- 
pathy, and saying a dozen times an hour: 
Ho do you feel now?’’ is enough to drive a 
sick man wild. ; 

Meals for invalids should look as tempting 
as possible. The tray should be covered with 
the whitest napkin, and the silver, giass and 
china should shine with cleanliness, The 
patient should not be disgusted by a display 
of too much food, and should not be con- 
sulted beforehand as to what he should eat or 
drink, 

In bathing the invalid should never uncover 
too lurge a surface at once. Pin a blanket 
around the shoulders, fasten it behind, aad 
remove the night-dress under that. Put the 
haad under the blanket and sponge the skin, 
asmall portion at a time. A woman’s uair 
should be combed every day if she is able to 
bear the fatigue. If it has become tangled a 
little sweet oil will loosen it. 

Household troubles should be kept far from 
tne sick-room. Above all, an invalid or an 
apparantly convalescent should be saved 
from his friends. One garrulous acquaint- 
ance may in half an hour undo the good of a 
week of tender nursing. In long illnesses a 
small bed-table will be found indispensable. 
Every cup, glass, spoon and utensil used 
should be taken out of the room and washed 
as speedily as possible. Asto walking on tip- 
toe and whispering, nothing can disturba 
sick person more.

Gastronomy in Relation to Health, 


From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

The time of eating is a matter of no small 
consequence. This is, to some extent, sub- 
ject to individual convenience; but we may 


take it that, as a general rule, not less than 
five hours should separate one meal from 
another. The short interval of rest usual 
after meals, will commend itseif as being fn 
strict accordance with physiological necessi- 
ties. The quantity and quality of food 
taken also require careful attention, and 
these again must be regulated by reference to 
the work to be done by a given person. Some 
difference of opinion has always existed as to 
the proper daily allowance of meat. We all 
probably do justice to the digestive powers of 
most persons, however, by advising that only 
one substantial meat meal be taken daiiy. 
More than this would tend, con- 
tinued, to overload the tissues with 
digested products, and less would 
hardly suffice for full nutrition. Drink, if 
sicobolic, should be 111. taken, or not 
used atall. Cookery has in these days been 
elaborated almost to excess. Variety and dei- 
icacy are curried to an extreme, and we should 
probably gain rather than, lose if plainness 
combined with care were adopted as our rule 
of practice in such matters.

It seems the Grain Inspector and the Com- 
missioners have announced that the new grain 
inspection law will go into effect September 1 
and onthat day the elevator companies are 
expected to apply to the courts for a license 
under the new law. It is right here that the 
grain receivers on Change and the State au- 
thorities disagree. The merchants hold that 
the new law goes into effect November 1 and 
say that they propose to continue the old sys- 
tem of inspection up to that date. They are 
supported in this interpretation of the law by 
State Senator McGinniss and by their attor- 
neys, Messrs. Hqugh, Overall & Judson. 

The cpinion of the attorneys is as follows 
and was rendered to-day: 7 
Merchants Exchange Board of Grain Inspectors, 

St. Louis, Mo. . 

GENTLEMEN—You request our legal opinion 
as to the date when the act approved June 2, 
1889, knowr as the State grain inspection 
law, takes effect, 

Sec, 36 of art. 4 of the Constitution 
provides that no law except the general ap- 
propriation act and acts containing emergency 
clauses shall go into effect until ninety days 
after adjournment of the session at which 
such law was enacted. 

This constitutional provision does not 
prescribe when such acts sal! take effect, but 
is a limitation upon the power of the General 
Assembly only to the extent of their taking 
effect priorto the expiration of the ninety 
days period. Subject to this limitation, it is 
within the power of each General Assembly 
to prescribe when any act shall take effect, 

As held by the Court of Appeals, a general 
statutory provision declaring when acts of the 
General Assembly shall be deemed to take 
effect must be read as if it were a part of every 
act passed while it continued in force. 

Sec. 3149 of the Revised Statutes provided 
that all acts passed by the General Assembly, 
except the general appropriation act and 
emergency acts,should take effect and go into 
force ninety days after adjournment of the 
session. 

As the actin question is not an appropria- 
tion act and contains no emergency clause 
and no other date is fixed by the act itself, it 
would follow that it would take effect at the 
end of ninety days from the adjournment of 
the Legislature, unless a different date has 
been fixed by the General Assembly. 

We are of the opinion that such different 
date has been fixed by the present General As- 
sembly at its late session under secs. 2 and 
16 of thé act ‘‘declaratory of the revised sta- 
tutes of the State of Misgouri and their effect, 
etc.,’’ approved May 16, 1889. Sec. 2 of this act 
is as follows: 

Sec. 2. The Revised Statutes shall contain all acts 
revised and amended or enacted during the present 
session of the General Assembly ofa general nature, 
exceptas hereinafter excepted. All other acts or 
laws of a general nature which were in force at the 
commencement of the session and not expressly re- 
pealed nor repugnant tothe provisions of any act 
pesged by the present session and continued in force 

y their own provisions. 

Sec. 16 provides: 

The Revised statutes, as declared by this act, shall 
take effect and gu into operation from and after the 
lst day of November, in the year of our Lord 185%, 
except such acts passed by the present General As- 
sembly and incorporated therein as shail, by their 
provisions, take effectat a different time: the acts 
changing the time of holding courts shall take effect 
ninety days after the adjournment of this session of 
the Levisiature and until the Kevised Statutes shall 
o into effect as herein provided the existing 
statutes shall continue in force. 

The act in question, the State inspection 
law, is clearly a law of general nature and 
therefore constitutes part of the revised 
statutes as declared by sec. 2of the declara- 
tory act and as a part of the revised statuies it 
takes effect under sec. 16 of tne declaratory act 
on November land not before. Thie declaratory 
act,which went into effect upon its passage, 
the emergency clause having been adopted, 
clearly exempts the new Revised Statutes as 
therein declared from the operation of sec. 
3149 of the Revised Statutes of 1879 fixing the 
time when acts of the General Assembly take 
effect, and the power of each General Assem- 
bly to prescribe (subject, of course, to any 
existing constitutional limitation) when any 
act enacted by it shall take effect, notwith- 
standing a provision of the existing Revised 
Statutes on that subject, is clearly established 
by the opinion of the Supreme Court in Neef 
vs. Maguire, 52d Mo., 400. 

It therefore follows that the State in- 
spection law takes effect November 1 and not 
before, and that until that date the act of Feb - 
ruary 2, 1865, and the system of grain inspec- 
tion established thereunder continues in Tull 
force and effect. Respectfully,

HISTORY OF A VALUABLE PAINTING. 


One of Cromwell Which Was Brought te 
America by a Thief.

About 1887 the ship Orient, Capt. Bailey, of 
Gardiner, Me., waslying ata dock in Havre 
under charter for the United States when a 
man came on board who shipped as a common 
sailor. Soon officers came to Capt. Bailey, 
who told him that a palnting of great 
value had been wrenched from the frame 
at its place of deposit in England, that they 


had traced the suspected thief across the 
channel and on board his ship, and asked per- 
mission to search the vessel, A most thor- 
ough search was made, Capt. Bailey 1 
but without avail, From then until the ship 
left port she was closely guarded by the au- 
thorities day and night. Asthe voyage wa 
drawing toa close the new sailor confronte 
Capt. Bailey and asked fora private audience, 
when he confessed to bim the fact that the 
picture was safely hidden on board the ship 
and asked for advice and assistance, The 
Captain refused any assistance and uad- 
vised that the property be returned 
to the owner. Failing in this,. Oapt, 
Bailey bought the picture, as be ex- 
pressed it, for a few dollars and brought it to 
his home with the intention of restoring it 
doubtlessly and claiming the reward offered. 
But the ship was chartered for a long voyage 
in a different direction, and the picture was 
left behind. In those days communication 
with England required ag many weeks as it 
does days now. Time sped on veers alter 
voyage was made. Family and business cares 
increased, names and events were forgotten, 
and stillthe picture — against the wall in 
Capt. Bailey’s parlor until death and the pur - 
chase by Mr. Davenport of Gardiner brought 
it once more into prominence, and the above 
facts were elucidated. This painting is the 
famous one of Cromwell viewing the remains 
of Charles I.

In 1864 Secretary Vilas learned of 
this nullification on the strength of the Creek 
Governor's letter, and wrote the Committee 
on Indian Affairs in the House that they ought 
to guard against paying and fee to anyone but 
the treasury of the Creek Nation. When 
Gov. Crawford learned of this be surrendered 
the contract. Hie defense, which he makes 
for accepting the fee, dates from that time and 
does not include the action of Secretary Vilas 
passed on the Creek Governor’s stand.’’ 

Col. Rudd says he does not believe that Gov, 
Crawiord received over $25,000 ot the money, 
which was fair compensation.

MAHONE AND His MEN. 


The Virginia Republican Convention in 
Session at Norfolk. 


Norro.k, Va., August 272.—When Chairman 
Mahone called the State EKepublican Conven- 
tion to order at 12:30 this afternoon, the Acad- 
emy of Music was filied to overflowing with 
delegates, alternates and visitors. The air 
was intensely hot andclose. At 12:25 the band 
struck up Dixie and amid uproarious ap- 
plause Gen. Mahone appeared upon the stage. 
Chairman Mahone introduced Rev. Ver- 
non I. Anson, who opened the con- 
vention with prayer. The Chairman 


then addressed the convention. He 
neld his acdress, which was in proof slips, in 
his hands, referring to it occasionally to ro- 
fresh his memory.

A BOOM IN FAIR STOCK. 

According to certain carefully written 
portions of the Chicago papers, a sad 
state of affairs, which may end in riot 
and bloodshed if not speedily adjusted, 
exists in that city. The trouble is all on 
account of the stock of the World’s Fair 
Company. | 

When this great corporate bluff at the 
Columbian Exposition was organized the 
capital stock was fixed at only $5,000,000, 
a mere bagatelle to a town extending 
over several counties and composed mostly 
of millionaires. In order that the mill- 
ionaires might not gobble all of the 
bonanza and that the few plain cit- 
izens of the Windy City might invest 
some of their surplus mortgages in 
the enterprise, the equitable plan was 
adopted of apportioning the stock in fair 
quantities to the different branches of 
trade and industry. So certain amounts of 


_ 


| stock were set apart for the pork-packers, 


street-car men, railroad men, hardware, 
dry goods, boot and shoe men, butchers, 
bakers and milkmen. Now comes the 
row. The representatives of some of the 
trades are not satisfied with their appor- 
tionments. They are as backward as the 
millionaires in taking what is set apart for 
them, but think their guilds are entitled 
to bigger figures on the show bills. So the 
World’s Fair Committee in Chicago are 
surrounded by a howling mob of bakers 
and milkmen clamoring for a larger ap- 
portionment. 

The course of the milkmen is suggest- 
ive of watering operations, and on their 
account alone itis proposed to dilute the 
stock largely. But it is noticeable that 
the stock set apart for the plumbers, 
pork-packers and other plutocrats re- 
mains uncalled for, while the ordinary 
millionaires, who were expected to gobble 
up all the stock in sight if not prevented, 
are singularly back ward and modest. They 
seem magnanimously determined to give 
the poor a chance, and even to let the 
eager milkmen have the whole issue all 
to themselves.

A ST. LOUIS SPECIALTY. 

The unique success of the St. Louis 
Fair, year after year and decade after 
decade, has stood for a generation in strik- 
ing contrast with the speedy and utter 
failure of the hundreds of attempts to 
establish such fairs in other cities. This 
suggested the idea that St. Louis could 
establish and maintain an Exposition also 
peerless and permanent, and of national 
celebrity as a self-sustaining attraction in 
conspicuous contrast with the bankruptcy 
and collapse of expositions in all other 
cities. 

For five years now the success of the 
St. Louis Exposition for two months ev- 
ery year has been as unique and grand as 
that of our Fair, and the success of both 
in such striking contrast with the multi- 
tude of failures in other cities is the 
strongest possible demonstration of our 
claim that St. Louis is obviously the best 
location for a great national World’s 
Fair. 

But the latter is three years away yet, 
and in the meantime the best thing we 
can do to get it isto hold our Exposition 
and our Fair both up to their old standard 
of success and celebrity. We must not 
overlook or neglect them in our eagerness 
to grasp a far-away thing. We should 
rather make the most of them to secure 
the other. 


A STROKE OF BUSINESS. 

The courseof the Rushin continuing 
such bogus captures as that of the Black 
Diamond affords a tolerably distinct clue 
tothe policy of the administration and 
reveals the characteristic smartness of 
Mr. BLAINE. 

The fur seal monopoly now held by the 
Alaska Commercial Co. byalease that 
runs out in a year or two more, is soon to 
be let again, and a syndicate of American 
capitalists has been formed to take it in. 
The stock of the old company was soon 
all bought up by Germans, and it cannot 
be a bidder for the lease because the law 
provides that only American citizens 
shall lease the fur seal privilege or occupy 
the islands for the purpose of taking seals. 
So another American company cap get 
the lease without competition and again 
sellthe stock at a big profitto Germans 
or other foreigners. 

But the value of this stock to Germans 
or any other speculators in Government 
monopolies will depend upon whether our 
Government’s protection of this monopoly 
can extend all over our side of Behring’s 
Sea, or must be limited to three miles from 
shore only. The seizure of a whole fleet of 
British sealers, and letting them go again 
uninjured, is the cheapest way of keeping 
the question of the lawfulness of such seiz- 
ure out of our own courts and bringingon a 
diplomatio correspondence and adjust- 
ment of the question with the British 
Government. 

The vessels are technically seized, 
searched and detained for an hour or two 
and then turned loose to send their com- 
plaints and their small claims for dam- 
ages to Lord SALISBURY, who will in gue 
time present them politely to Mr. Brarng, 
who can in settling the bill for damages 
ascertain just how far Great Britain will 
consent to the extension of the Alaska fur 
seal monopoly over the ocean highway of 
Behring’s Sea when the said monopoly 
shall have been leased to a syndicate of 
the administration’s wealthy friends.

A PROPOSITION has finally been made by

COLUMBIAN INJUSTICE.

The Arrest and Imprisonment of Three 
Americans at Colon. 


Dy Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

New Tonk, August 22.—Three victims of 
Colombian injustice, Charles E. Pratt and Ed- 
ward H. Craig, returned to New York recently 
and their first act upon arriving here was to 
fleaclaim against the Colombian Govers- 
ment for $16,800 each. The story of their im- 
prisonment has been told before, when & 
lengthy article touching upon the 8 — 
Ame citizens on the Isthmus was . 
lished May 10. Copies of the paper containing 
the story, it issaid, were bought up by Gen. 
Passos, Prefect of Colon, who was 
supposed under in- 


verument. A 

cle, which was e 2 
and Britien residents at cents per copy. 
Pewell, who is a British subject, was arres 
and thrown into jail, but he at once appealed 
to the British Consul and in less than an hour 
was set at liberty. Mr. Craig, in the winter of 
1887, made the acquaintance in New York of 
Charles E. Pratt, a gentieman who has been 
connected with many theatrical ventures, and 
together they went to Colon, where they es- 
tablished atheater. Luck did not stay lon 
with the Panama Theater, for so it was called, 
and in less than a year Pratt and Craig found 
themselves penniless. Craig secured a place 
as manager of a laund and Pratt got work 
ina store. They boarded at the American 
Hotel, kept there by the notorious Mme. De 
Blen, otherwise known as Mme, Sealindal, 
Julia Davenport and Julia Naughton. This 
woman with many aliases isthe one to whom 
emigrant girls were consigned by De Leon, 
who is now serving a fifteen years’ sentence 
in Sing Sing. Antonio Moya, an ex-bull- 
— 1 1 as the owner of the hotel, but it 
was well known that he was nothing more than 
a dummy. Mme. De Blen had many admirers 
and among them was Gen. Passos, the Pre- 
fect. December 7 last the De Blen woman 
was said to have been robbed of her diamonds, 
the value of which was estimated at from 
$8,000 to $25,000. The next day Pratt and 
Craig and s other men—four English- 
men and two Germans — who were 
stayinx in the hotel, were arrested. 
The following day the Englishmen and Ger- 
mans were released. They had applied to 
their respective consuls, who warmly es- 
poused their cause. Pratt and Craig applied 
to the American Consul at Colon, Gen. Vif- 
gtiain, but he either could or would not do 
anything. The prisoners next applied to 
Passos for leave to communicate with their 
friends in Panama. This request was refused. 
In April the two men were removed to Chiri- 
qui Jail, at Panama, where they were thrown 
into a low, poor lighted dungeon, which had 
no ventilation whatever. The floor of the 
dungeon was inches deep in filth and the 
stench was simply frixhtful. Pratt and Craig 
became _ infecte by a loathsome skin 
disease and were soon in as pitiable a 
Plight as their fellow convicts. They 
made repeated demands for an ex- 
amination, but were only laughed at and 
cursed, Finally news of the case was con- 
veyed to Mr. Adamson, the American Consul- 
General at Panama, who called upon the 
88 He went twice a day to see them, 
ut did not procure their unconditi:nal re- 
lease as the British and German consuls had 
done in the case of their own compatriots, 
and his fallare in this respect was the cause of 
much comment among the foreign residents 
of Panama. The Captain of the United States 
war ship Mohican, wnich was lying in 
Panama harbor at the time, also called 
on the prisoners and reported their 
condition to the Department of State. Min- 
ister Egan on bis way to Chill and Minister 
Hicks on his way to Peru, were informed at 
Panama that two Americans were locked up 
there and both gave the matter immediate at- 
tention. They also commuuicated with the 
State Department and finally a demand was 
made upon the Colombian Government for 
the release of Pratt and Craig. The farce of 
placing them on trial was gone through and 
they were acquitted. In fact, whether any 
228 was stolen or not was never definitely 
nown.

A New Steamer Service to Be Run by the 
Anchor Line, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPpaTon. 

NEW YORK, August 22.—Henderson Bros., 
agents of the Anchor Line, will begin to run a 
weekly line of steamers to the West Indies on 
September 25 next. The new service to these 
ports is designed to meet the growing need 
of exporters, which hitherto have been im- 
perfectly supplied by existing lines. The 


steamers Sidonian and Acadia of the Anchor 
Line will be used for the new service, and the 
project will be vigorously backed by the well- 
known export firm ot D. Strauss & Co. 
There are two lines of steamers in the West 
Indies at present. They are the 
Quedec Steamship Co., which has for 
years been running steamers to the Windward 

slands, and the direct line, which was started 
three or four months ago at Trinidad by 
Mesers. Turnbull, Stewart & Co., who reeelved 
for the purpose a 1 subsidy from the Colo- 
nial government. hen the direct line was 
started it was for the purpose of bringing 
fruit from Trinidad, but in order to make the 
venture profitable its promoters had to look to 
New York exporters for return freight. To 
corner its competitor the Québee Line at once 
reduced its rate on freight from 60 cents to 25 
cents per barrel. The cut, however, defeated 
ites own end. The low rate brought on a rusb of 
orders, which the Quebec people were unable 
to fill, and which, asa matter of course, had 
to be shipped by the direet line at a full rates 
This unexpected denouement bad the effect of 
causing the Quebec Line, while maintaining it.

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A VALUABLE COLLECTION. 


Archsological and Artistic Articles Secured 
for the Metropolitan Museum. 


New YoOrK, August 22.—Some new acquisi- 
tions of great arch@ological and artistic inter- 
est have just come into the possession of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. They consist of 
a magnificent statue in bronzejof the Emperor 
Geta, half of a Roinan chariot, a Lombard 
tomb, containing armor and several rare gold 
ornaments. They were discovered at Orvieto.

Ciad in 
atunicand a double peplus, one enveloping 
her body aud the other veiling her head, she 
shows 8 countenance having lines of ideal 
beauty. Her hair is curly, and divided over 
the forehead. Her left hand is missing. An- 
other find ig a little box excavated from the 
Strada Cavour in Rome, containing 300 silver 
coins in perfect condition Gating from 
Augustus to Gallienus, Stil another is the 
headjess marble statue of a woman discovered 
by the workmen digging the foundations 
of the new law courts in Rome. It is larser 
than lifeand the style is pure and severe. 
The excavations near the Church of st. Rita, 
on the Capitol Hul, have brought to light sev- 
eral rooms belonging to the age of Augustus. 
Some of them are in a state of fine preserva- 
tion, having still their casings of colored 
marble and their pavements formed of squares 
of palombino, with yellow borders aud double 
block tracings. In one room there are mural 
Duintings, of which the figures are quite dis- 
tinct and the coloring still brilliant. It is 
hoped that the material of one of the best ° 
served and most handsomely decorated of 
these rooms will be transferred to the Metro- 
politan Museum and be rebuilt there.

Joe Sang Wah, who keeps a laundryon the 
south side of Olive street, between Fifteenth 
and Sixteenth streets, was seen to-day bya 
Post-DisPaTCH reporter and interviewed on 
the subject ofthe crusade against his race. 
Joe is a young Chinaman, but sufficiently 
proficient in the use of the English language 
to make his views clear. His ideas about the 
present warfare on his countrymen, who are 
engaged in the laundry business in St. Louis, 
will de found entertaining. 
**Joe,’’ said the reporter, you have heard 
about the fight which the American laundry- 
men are going to make on the Chinamen, 
have you not?’’ 
„Tes, I hear some about it. I see those 
things they carry on the street, but I no 
make out ’zactiy what it mean. A gentle- 
man who came in to my top this morning, 
he tellee me to about what was in the paper, 
but I no see it myself. 
An explanation of what had been done and 
what was intended was made, and Joe listened 
attentively. 

WHAT JOE SANG WAH THINKS. 
‘*I not think it will much hurt the China- 
man,’’ hesaid. ‘*‘The American washman he 
no likee the Chinese. If he do business be no 
kick. But Chinee do business, American he 
kick and talkee about the Chinee no spendee 
his money. He say Chinee send it all away to 
Flowery Country.

BUSINESS OF THE LAUNDRIES. 
The amount of money earned by the St. 
Louis steam laundries in a year,’’ said John 
K. Bretell this morning, is about $400,000. 
The amount earned by the Chinese laun- 
dries in the city in a year is about 
$250,000. The great portion of the former is 
distributed in various channels, Of the latter 
comparatively little is circulated, most all of it 
being sent away to China, The Excelsior, the 
Munger, the City, Missouri, Pacific, Amer- 
ican, Dustin, Peerless, Anchor, Giobe and 
Pride of the West Laundries employ at present 
about 445 girls and the rest of the smaller 
laundries about 22%. This number could 
be increased double what it is if we 
did not have the Chinese to contend 
with. The reason we complain about the 
Chinese so much is that they are under 
scarcely any expense in running their laun- 
dries outside of the rent they pay and the ex- 
pense ofthe gas they burn, while our ex- 
penses are very large. As an illustration of 
the difference take this: The Chinamen is 
under no expense whatever in getting 
his work or delivering it. The people 
bring it in to his place, and call for it when it 
ies done. Not so with us. We have to send a 
wagon out after it, and deliver it in the same. 
We thus, as you see, have the expense of 
keeping horses and wagons and hiring men to 
drive them. Moreover, one Chinaman does 
the work of two girls at the very least and 
— not get as much wages as we pay our 
girls.

LEAF TOBACCO AND APPLES. 


Reports to the New England Homestead’’ 
on the Crop Condition. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., August 23.—Special re- 
portstothe New England Homestead from all 
the seed leaf tobacco growing sections of the 
United States indicate a fair yield of good av- 
erage quality. Farmers have generally soid 
out their old crops andthe prospect for rea- 
sonably good prices is excellent. The acreage 
in the Connecticut Valley has increased 


over last year, but of course is 
nothing to what it was ten years 


ago, while the acreage in the Housatonic Val- 


ley is larger than ever. ‘he crop is large 
in both valleys and in the heaviest tobacco- 
growise towns, such as Hatfield and East 
artford and South Windsor, which together, 
have nearly 3,000 acres, the quality was never 
better, although perhaps yielding 200 pounds 
per acre less than last year. Very few offers 
ave yet been made for the new crov for 
which growers expect from 10 to 20 cents per 
ound. The erop will be two-thirds 
narvested this week and the balance will 
be put in by September. In New York State 
the crop in Onondaga County is grown on 
more acres than last year, but the yield per 
acre is less, and ten days more of good 
weather is needed to perfect the late set 
lants. The quality is excellent on upland, 
ut here, as elsewhere in the Chemung Valley 
and Big Flats district, the crop on low land 
has been injured by the wet. The crop in 
both sections is largely Havana, as 
it is in Massachusetts, the finest seed leaf 
being raised in East Hartford. The 
Pennsylvania crop occupies fully as many 
acrés as last year, including 15,000 acres in 
the single county of Lancaster. Thereisa 
tendency on the part of growers to set larger 
patches of tobacco yearly, but comparatively 
few farmers new to the business embark in 
it. Thecrop is aboutequally divided between 
seed leaf and Havana seed. The yield, as 
well as the quality, will be fully up to the 
standard; not less than 45,000 cases in Lancas- 
ter County, where it averages not iess than 
1,450 pounds of seed leaf and 110 pounds of 
Havana seed per acre. The crop will 
be most! housed by the end of the 
week. Twenty cents has been offered in one 
case for the firstand second grades with the 
fillers thrown in. Wisconsin has about 10 per 
cent more acres in tobacco this year than last. 
The season has been very forward and much 
ofthe earlier set is already housed, while the 
later is doing nicely. 

The enormous apple crop of last year is suc- 
ceeded this year by a comparatively short 
yield in the great apple belt. The English 
crop is also light and an ac- 
tive export demand and fair prices 
are 8=—._s anticipated. The Homestead re- 

orts the condition of the apple crop in 

ew England, New York and Michigan at only 

65 per cent of a full crop, against 79 per cent at 
the same date last year, and 65 per cent two 
ears ago. The on is especially short in 

ew York, where it will be hardly half as large 

as usual, and is rated atonly 45 against 75 at 
this time last year. The crop wes never 
8283 in quality in New York State, many of 
he apples being wormy, while numerous 
orchards are affected with blight. Ohio fruit 
is not holding up its good condition. Apples 
set abundantly in the great apple beit of 
Southwestern Michigan are more or less im- 
fect. The same report comes from Lllinols.

SAYS IT’S A FRAUD. 


L. F. Mitchell Causes the Arrest of the Silver 
. Point Mine Promoters. 


On complaint of L. F. Mitchell, engineer at 
the Union Elevator, a warrant was sworn out 
yesterday afternoon charging Isaac and Mar- 
garet Turgoose with fraud. Mrs. Turgoose 
was found at her rooms, 2316 Pine street, late in 


the afternoon and taken tothe Four Courts, 
where she gave bond in the sum of $1,500 for 
her appearance in the Court of Oriminal Cor- 
rection for preliminary hearing. Her hus- 
Dand has not yet been arrested. It is under- 
stood, however, that he is nowon his way to 
this city from Chicago, and an officer has been 
detailed to arrest him atthe Union Depot. 

As above stated the Turgooses are charged 
with fraud. They claim to own a controlling 
interest in a valuable deposit of silver 
near Deadwood, Dak., which Tursoose 
Id6cated and named the Silver Point. Accord- 
ing to the statements of Mr. Mitchell, the 
mine is practically valueless, yet the two de- 
fendants have incorporated the ‘‘Silver Point 
Mining & Milling Co. under the laws of the 
State of Illinois, with a capital stock of $1,500,- 
000, with shares at a par value of $10 each. 
Several thousands of these shares have been 

laced on the market at prices ranging from 
cents to $1. 

Mitchell claims that the mine is a fraud. He 
Das 400 shares of the stock and was elected as 
Vice-President ofthe company, Turgoose be- 
ing the President. He said: Some time ago 
I became suspicious of the deal and sent Chas. 
Bannick, an expert, to examine the 
mine. His report justified my suspicions 
and 1 shall now prosecute Turgoose and his 
equally guilty wife to the extent of the law. 
They have been selling the stocks at any price, 
placing large quantities of it in the hands of 

oor shop girls in Chicago and this city. There 
a probably $4,000 worth of the stock in this 
c ° 


rs. Turgoose insists that the prosecution 

is simply a scheme of Mitchell’s whereby he 
and bis assoctaies might obtain control of the 
property. She says she and her husband own 
acontrolling interest inthe mine, which will 
ein operation inashort time, miiling ma- 
chinery being now on the way to Deadwood. 
An examination of the mine by the proper 
officials will alone settle the question of fraud.

AMERICAN GRAIN DEALERS WORRIED.

Experts to Go to Europe to Inspect Russian 
and Indian Wheat. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarck. 

NEW YORK, August 22.—There has been con- 
siderable talk among the more prominent 
members of the Produce Exchange regarding 
the advisability of sending a committee of ex- 
perts, to be in Bristol, London ana Liverpool, 
in order to examine the grain received from 


Russia and India. The fact that these two 
countries have been able to undersell the deal- 
ers here and to furnish so largea quantity of 
wheat to France and England at such alow 
rice as to leave a large surplus on hand 
ere has begun to worry the dealers. 


They claim to be able to sell wheat as cheaply | 


as any other dealers in the world, but they say 
they are laboring undera great disadvantage 
because the precise quality of the wheat re- 
ceived from Russia and India is ndt known. 
The samples received bere are too small to 
make a useful estimate of its quality possible, 
and the object of appointing a committee 1s to 
send it where there will be a vast quantity of 
it open to inspection. The home crop last year 
amounted to 425,000,000 bushels, of which 
a large amount still remains unsold. The 
wheat crops of France and England were a 
failure, but, on the other hand, those of Rus- 
sia and India were good. The home supply 
this year is expected to reach 485,000,000 
bushels, to which must be added last year’s 
surplus, making a total of over 600,000, 
bushels. This year’s crops in France and 
England are good, while those of Russia and 
India are poor. The question to settle is what 
can the dealers here do with such a vast sup- 
ply if the foreign market is closed to them. 
here isnot much doubt thatthe proposed 
committee will be appointed. :

She states that 
in October, 1880, Schneider abandoned his 
wife and two children in Germany, first 
having given Elizabeth, their 2-year-old, to 
Der to keep. The child now looks upon her 
as her parent and does not know her father, 
never having seen him since she was 2 years 
old. Previous to this abandonment, she says, 
Schneider would not support his wife, but 
made her and the children work In the field 
while he, a strong, healthy man, idied about 
until finaliy accused of theft. While in Ger- 
many, she says, he was several times con- 
victea of larceny, and had the reputation of 
beingabad man. His wife died suddenly in 
Germany, after working several years in a to- 


bacco factory, and though informed of her 
death, he did not offer to care for his chil- 
dren, but allowed them to be vared for by his 
wite’s relatives. He married again, and has 
three children by his second wife. Mrs. 
Gemming says he does not love bis 
child and says it is illegitimate. She says he 
nor bis wife love the child, and if given pos- 
session would make a drudge of her and ruin 
her life, while if left with hershe would be 
reared properly and educated and made a 
useful memoer of society. Schneider filed a 
reply denying all these charges. The case 
was set for hearing August 30.

A Question Ralsed as to the Federal Authori- 
ties’ Jurisdiction. 


San Francisco, Cal., August 22.—It has 
been arranged between the lawyers on both 
sides that when Deputy Marshal Nagle’s case 
comes up, acontinuance will be asked for till 
next Wednesday, to give counsel for the de- 
fense an opportunity to investigate the law.

THE NEW YORK HOLOCAUST, 


A Bootblack’s Testimony Against the Res- 
taurant Keeper, Snyder. 


Fv Telegraph to the PosT- DISPATCH. 

NEw YORK, August 22.—Direct testimony to 
prove a fearful crime was given yesterday by 
Jos. Popa, a boy 13 years old, who, in an ach. 
davit before Coroner Sonultz, declared that he 
saw the tenement house at 305 Seventh avenue 
set on fire on Monday. Ten lives were lost in 
that fre. Popa’s story will be investigated 
closely. He is a bright Httle bootbiack who 
lives on the top floor of a tenement house in 
the rear of the burned bouse, and works with 
bis father at Twenty-fitth street and Sixth 
avenue. In his statement he said: 

„I have known John Snyder, the keeper of 
the restaurant in the burned house, 
since last March, and 1 have 
known his colored cook for at least 


two months. Last Monday morning about 4.55 
o'clock while I was washing my face by a 
window I looked in the rear window of the 
restaurant and saw a man wearing a white 
apron throw burning sticks all over the 
floor of the restaurant kitchen. The same 
man took a dishpan filled with some liquid 
substance, I don’t know whether it was crease 
or not, and throw the contents on the burning 
wood upon the floor. The fuel smoked at first 
and then burst into a light flame. The man 
with the white apron then went into the hall 
way and gota broom and then went out into 
the street. I cannot identify the man 1 
shouted ‘fire’ in the yard about ten times. 
Then Iran into thestreet and met a policeman 
and told him the house was on fire In the rear. 
My father and I then ran to our rooms and got 
some of our valuables end then escaped.’”’ 

From the boy’s window a cleur view of Sny- 
der’s kitchen could be hud. Detective Hayes 
of the Thirtieth Street Station, in the course 
of his investigations yesterday morning, 
found the boy at a,.bootblack stand and took 
him to the Ceroner’s office, where he was 
committed to the House of Detention asa 
witness to await the inquest next Monday. 
The detective ‘‘pumped’’ his story out of him 
before any of the child’s relatives had time to 
Interfere. Detective Hayes says he was the 
firat police official to reach the fire and that 
Snyder was then standipgonthe walk. He 
wore a white apron and had a broom in his 
hand. Both Snyder and his colored cook, 
Brooks, are now in the Tombs, charged with 
homicide. Snyder has himself admitted that 
he was on the street in front of the house at 
the time of which Hayes speaks,
